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DETAILED ACTION 
Continuation of #2: When adding new claims to the application, the identical number of 
original claims must be cancelled. New claim 15 was presented without canceling one of the 
previously presented prior claims, and therefore, it will not be entered. 

Continuation of #7: In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine 
the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be estabUshed by combining 
or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 
5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case. Bums et al. shows that it is known in the art to use a molded integral plastic 
rivet to secure a plastic surface to a metal surface, and therefore, one of ordinary skill in the art 
would recognize that same components, an integral plastic rivet, may be used to attach the metal 
and plastic surfaces in Bien .
